U.S. Cardinal 
Dies in Dublin 


DUBLIN, March 9—(AP—John 
Cardinal Glennon, Archbishop of 
St. Louis and the oldest of 38 Car- 
dinals elevated to the purple two 
weeks ago during consistories at 
Vatican City, died here today at 
the home of Sean O’Kelley, presi- 
dent of Eire. He was 83 years old. 

The Irish-born prelate succumb- 
ed from complications which fol- 
lowed a congestion of the lungs.

Millions in China 


Face Starvation 


SHANGHAI, March 9—(Reuters) 
—Relief supplies, chiefly flour, 
used clothing and medicine, are 
being rushed to war-ravaged Hunan 
Province and Manchuria following} 
reports describing the plight of| 
millions of men, women and chil- 
dren in these areas, 

Prompt action is essential to save 
some 7,500,000 lives in Hunan, says 
Horatio Hawkins, American repre- 
sentative of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration in that province. Mr. Haw- 
kins said 100,000 workers may be} 
employed on road building work 
and these would be paid mainly in 
food. But there were thousands 
more for whom relief must be pro- 
vided as well as doctors and medi- 
cal supplies. 

Surveys are being carried out 
by UNRRA and the Chinese Na- 
tional Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration (CNRRA), to de- 
termine the province's needs. 

PLANS SUGGESTED to provide 
work for the needy include the 
improvement of waterways and 
irrigation systems, road building, 
rebuilding of homes for war vic- 


tims, help in rebuilding of hos- 
pitals, and work in mining and in- 
dustrial fields, 

In Manchuria, the need for im- 
mediate relief is almost as urgent.

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Broken Switch 
Cause of Fatal 
Railway Crash 


Exclusive to The Edmonton Bulletin 

LACOMBE, March 9.—The death 
of James T. Carter of Red Deer, 
killed in a train accident in La- 
combe last month, was caused by 
“a broken eye bolt in the south 
Main switch,” a coroner's jury in- 
vestigating the death found at an 
inquest held here Friday afternoon. 
The jury added that no blame 
should be attached to any person 
or persons. 

OR. E. A. BRAITHWAITE, pro- 
vincial chief coroner, conducted 
the inquest which saw 11 witnesses 
give evidence. Dr. G, C. Haworth 
of Lacombe informed the jury that 
death was caused from steam. M. 
McDougall of Calgary, conductor of 
the Chinook, which was involved 
in the accident with a freight train, 
declared that to his knowledge, no 
Passengers on the crack CPR train 
were injured. 

A, Dubensky, fireman on the 


Chinook, and Alex McLean, the 
engineer, gave evidence to show 


that the Chinook engine passed 
the switch safely and that the first 
they knew of the trouble was a 
“bad jerk.” Visibility was good, 
and the Chinook’s speed was about 
35 miles per hour when the acci- 
dent occurred. 

“WE CHECKED AND NOTHING 
Was wrong with the engine that 
would cause the wreck,” the en- 
gineer decided. E. J, Lemieux of 
Edmonton, divisional master me- 
chanic, gave technicals details®of his 
efforts to remove the wreckage 
from the track. He said the damage 
suffered by the freight train engine 
indicated a “terrific blow” and 
claimed the accident was caused 
by “a broken eye bolt which al- 
lowed a partially open switch.” 

“It appears that the bolt broke 
afier the engine passed over the 
switch. It was mechanically impos- 
sible for the train to pass if the bolt 
‘was broken,” he said. Const. M. 
Hobbs, RCMP, of Red Deer; J. J. 
Edwards, Edmonton, conductor of| 
the freight; and C. R. Sloan, tail 
end breakman all gave their ver- 
sion of the accident. 

Don Gillies of Red Deer, fireman 
of the freight who was stoking the 
fire at the time of the accident, 
recalled Carter yelling “look out.” 
“I was’ thrown out of the cab, 
and slid across the ice,” he testified. 

ALL WITNESSES STRESSED 
that a terrific amount of steam 
from the engine prohibited them 
from releasing Carter from the 
overturned freight engine in time 
to save his life. It was learned! 
from the evidence he was pinned 
in the engine cab by his foot. 

V. H. Carruthers of Edmonton,} 
division engineer, also testified that 
the eye bolt on the switch was 
broken, He gave the opinion that 
the break had been a “progressive 
fracture”: but declared these bolts 
are tested “twice a year”, This par- 
ticular bolt, Mr. Carruthers claimed, 
jhad been tested the very day of 
the accident.

TORONTO, March 9.—(CP) — 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police

MEDICINE HAT, March 9—(CP) | 
=—SSM. Richard Elstermann, leader | 
of the Medicine Hat internment 
camp, said yesterday he considered 
it his “right and duty” to investi-/ 
gate rumors that certain German 
prisoners of war intended to over: | 
throw the camp leadership, change 
hospital authorities, and divide the 
camp into two sections. 

ELSTERMANN WAS testifying 
at the trial of Pte. Adolf Kratz, 24, 
one of the three German prisoners | 
charged with the murder of August 
Plaszek, 42, whose body was found 
hanging in the camp’s west recre- 
ation hall July 22, 1943. 

The first prisoner tried, Sgt. 
Werner Schwalb, 30, was sentenced 
to be hanged at Lethbridge June 
26, when his trial before an Al- 
berta Supreme court jury under 
Chief Justice W. R. Howson con- 
cluded Tuesday. 

L-Cpl. Johannes Wittinger, 30, is 
scheduled to be tried when the 
Case against Kratz is concluded. 

Elstermann told defence counsel 
L. S. Turcotte he considered he was 
entitled to investigate rumors of a 
plot against the camp leadership 
“for the good of camp discipline,” 
and intended to report his findings 
to the camp commandant, Col. R. 
O. Bull. 

ELSTERMANN and Lieut, Hans 
Schnorrenpfeil, camp legal ad- 
viser, described the interrogation 
of four suspects the day on which 
Plaszek was found hanged. 

They safi Max Weidauer, first to 
be questioned by Schnorrenpfeil, 
was dismissed. The second, Chris- 
tian Schulz, was ordered held for 
further questioning and subse- 
quently “went over the wire” to! 
seek protection of Canadian guards 
from an enraged mob which was 
pursuing him. 

Interrogation of the third sus- 
pect, Alphonse Burkhardt, was not 
completed, and Plaszek was found 
hanged before he could be quest- 
foned.

Canada emerged from the war a creditor 


nation. We haven't any debts abroad. Other 


countries owe the Dominion several billions 
of dollars. They are borrowing more bil- 
lions. But we didn’t send them any money. 
We sent them goods. We are not exporting 
cash under the new loan agreements, We are 
to sell goods on time. 

The buyers have received*and will receive 
products from Canadian farms, mines, for- 
ests and factories, These are what they 
needed, and now need. The dollar figures 
are only symbols which represent what 
quantities of goods they received and will 
receive. 

These debts will be paid also in goods. 
Whether Ottawa receives gold or other kind 
of money, will make no difference in the 
paying. The debtors will have to produce 
commodities — or render services —to the 
amounts of their debts. 

Whether or not they ship the goods to 
Canada or render the services to Canada will 
amount to the same thing. A good deal of 
the goods will be shipped and the services 
rendered to other countries, which in turn

Mayor Harry Ainlay is to be commended 
tor the emphasis he has placed on the need 
for a civic recreation centre.

Edmonton alreaay nas made highly suc- 
cessful strides towards the establishment of 
controiled physical recreation, The projected 
centre will not only contribute towards this 
end of it but will afford facilities for recrea- 
tion along cultural lines. 

In this respect the proposal is part and 
parcel of Mayor Ainlay’s program, so strong- 
ly supported by Edmonton Citizens, of 
beautification and park and playground 
building, .

‘ About Discomforts 


By JACK SULLIVAN 
LONDON, March 9.—(CP)—Blitzed Britain is fully 
| |aware of her post-war discomforts and doesn't try to conceal 
them from visitors. * 

A FOUR-PAGE PRINTED leaflet, 
issued by the Travel Association 
of Great Britain and Ireland and 
addressed to overseas visitors to 
the British Isles, sets out in detail 
just what travellers may expect, 

The one-paragraph forward warns 
visitors that Britain is no longey as 
| luxurious “as she used to be” and 
adds: 
| “The difference between the past, 
| and present are legion, and it is 
because so many of these differ- 
ences are uncomfortable that we 
offer the following notes by way 
of warning, explanation and opol- 
ogy.” 

IT EXPLAINS THAT THERE 
are few things more difficult to 
find than accommodation — “the 
shortage is acute and the remedy | 
still far off’—and supports its 
case with the following statistics: | 

Bombs damaged 23,990 hotels and 
licensed houses, of which 7,803 are 
in London. In addition, 2,699 hotels 
have been requisitioned by govern- 
ment departments and other claim- 
ants. | 

Regulations regarding ration} 
books are “complicated and sub- 
ject to alteration” and the booklet) 
warns Visitors they will need books 
if they stay in the country more 
than five nights. If the visit is 
less than three months no clothing 
coupons will be issued.

We live in a world of fast-moving scientific and social 
development; but it would seem that the more we advance 
on the material plane, the quicker we retreat on the 
spiritual. Men talk about progress, as if progress meant 
only a richer life for the body; as if they had no souls and 
could live entirely apart from God. 

God has become only a vague idea to millions en- 
snared by the complexity and unrest of modern life, but 
the fault is not so much theirs as it is of the mentors who 
| in their youth brought them knowledge and training but 
neglected mankind’s greatest need—religion. Thus we 
have the tragic paradox of educated men and women who, 
in a spiritual sense, are almost totally illiterate. 

It is impossible to expect anything but indifference 
from those who do not understand the meaning and pur- 
pose of religion. But it is also impossible to understand 
why the appalling fact of this indifference should be ac- 
cepted with such apparent placidity in a world that more 
than ever needs a deep spiritual anchorage. 

Indifference toward religion is not a challenge for the 
churches alone. It is a clear call to those whose faith is 
strong, but who tend to hide religion’s light behind a 
| bushel. The indifferent must be made to see the great re- 
ality of religion. The world needs leaders who will melt 
indifference with the fire of their own spiritual inspiration 
and example. 

More important than anything else, perhaps, it needs 
an alliance of parents and educators to extirpate indif- 
ference at its very roots by giving youth a foundation of 
solid religious education that will assure for the future a 
new age of religious belief and fervor.

Soccer Notes 


By TOM GREEN 


N effort is being made to 

revive what is considered 
to be the oldest game on re- 
cord, played by men organized 
on a team basis, and to create 
interest in the forth-coming 
attempt to develop soccer 
in Edmonton, we 
would like to give a brief his- 
tory of the game. 

Football dates back to the time 
of Edward II who in the year 1314 
forbade it altogether, owing to the 
evil that might arise through too 
many people congregating together. 
|During the reign of Edward III, 
reason was found to enact a law 
against football, and similar foolish 
games. Records show that in the 
14th century, young men took great 
delight in kicking what was termed 
“an aimless bladder”. 

In Scotland today, there ie an 
unrepealed act of parliament from 
the reign of James I, enacting— 
that no man shall play football 
hereafter, under a penalty—there- 
fore, even today, it is really against 
the law to play the game. 

IN THE EARLY PART of the 
18th century the game was in what 
can be termed a raw state, the ball 
being used as an excuse for further 
so-called heroic deeds on the part 
of boisterous players. Up to this 
time there was no official arbiter, 
so when anything went wrong, an 
appeal was made to a mutually 
agreed upon spectator. 

This proved to be so unsatisfac- 
tory that the more intelligent men 
connected with the game saw the 
possibilities of forming a governing 
body to control and legislate for 
the betterment of all concerned. It 
was in the year 1863 that the first 
attempt was made to organize the 
straggling clubs Into an association.
